Random act of kindness leads 
to support for flooding victims

WHEN Yarlington Hous¬ 
ing Group resident Tanya 
Kingston was nominated 
to take part in a social 
media drinking craze, 
which has hit the head¬ 
lines recently for leading 
to the death of 
teenagers, she decided 
to change the rules to do 
something which would 
benefit others instead. 

Being aware of the 
fears over safety of the so 
called NekNomination 
"game", which dares peo¬ 
ple to drink lethal 
amounts of alcoholic 
cocktails and upload a 
video of them doing so 
to social networking 
website Facebook, Tanya 
chose to take on a ran¬ 
dom act of kindness 
(RAK) instead. This then led to her help organise and 
arrange logistics to support flood victims across areas 
such asThorney, Burrowbridge and Muchelney. 

Tanya's first port of call for her RAK was the FLAG 
(Flooding on the Levels Action Group) Facebook page 
where she began responding to requests for food, an¬ 
imal feed and clothing. Within days she had secured 
20 hi-vis jackets and 17 pairs of waders from Yarling¬ 
ton Housing Group, six 25 kilo bags of chicken feed 
from Duffields, and set up collection points at B&Q, 
Stirling Care and Ali's Bar in Yeovil. 

She said: "The FLAG Facebook page has over 9,000 
'likes', as people shout-out on there with what they re¬ 
quire, others in the community respond, working to¬ 
gether to help source and provide it. A range of things 
are needed but particularly hand sanitiser, razors, 
headache tablets - everyday things really, and clean¬ 
ing products which will be essential once flood waters 
subside." 

The collection points in Yeovil and Taunton also ac¬ 
cept old clothes and shoes which are able to be ex¬ 
changed for money that goes towards the Somerset 
Flood Relief Fund, set up by the Somerset Community 
Foundation, a local charity that is managing the relief 


effort.The fund has already received £25,000 from the 
Prince of Wales'Countryside Fund following his visit 
in early February. 

Justin Sargent, chief executive of the Somerset 
Community Foundation said: "The community re¬ 
sponse to the flooding has been absolutely fantastic 
in terms of volunteering, donations of essential goods 
and financial support. Thanks to the generosity of 
thousands of people from across Somerset and the 
UK we are able to help flood victims who are facing 
real hardship as a result of the impacts it has caused." 

Tanya concluded: "It's great to feel as though I can 
do something to help. I've got three children so I 
haven't been able to dig or sandbag. The community 
spirit and support in response to the flooding is in¬ 
credible. I've met some amazing people as a result of 
this - it's fantastic seeing people give up their time 
and transport to help."

Public meeting on 
future of Ashlands 
Children's Centre 


PARENTS and families can have their say 
on proposals for Ashlands Children’s Centre 
in Crewkerne, one of the next three Somerset 
children’s centres to come under discussion 
regarding its future management. 

Meetings have now been arranged for Ash¬ 
lands on Thursday, March 6th from 6pm to 
7.30pm and Friday, March 7th from 2pm to 
3.30pm for people to get more information, 
ask questions and give their views. 

For each centre, the county council’s pro¬ 
posals to be discussed mean no significant 
change to the help and support available to 
parents and families. Current services would 
continue to be available in the same build¬ 
ings but the centres would de-designated. 

Being designated as a Sure Start Children’s 
Centre means each centre has to keep de¬ 
tailed records of activities and services and 
is inspected on its catchment area. If de-des- 
ignated, a centre no longer has to provide 
these detailed records or detailed improve¬ 
ment plans for individual centres. 

It also means that a centre is no longer con¬ 
strained to only providing services to people 
in its catchment area - it can be more flexible 
to meet needs wherever they may be. The 
services provided by the centre are still in¬ 
spected by Ofsted but as part of a wider area 
inspection. 

At the meetings, residents will also be 
asked to suggest extra services that could be 
delivered from the centres or elsewhere in 
the communities, as Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil improves its Early Help offer for children

and families. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, cabinet 
member for children and families, said: “I’d 
like to encourage people who use these cen¬ 
tres, or just have an interest in them, to come 
along and speak to us. We said people would 
have a say before any decisions are made 
and this is their opportunity. 

“The proposals for the centres will mean 
people will continue to get at least the same 
support they get now from the same build¬ 
ings; if anything that support will increase. 

“I hope these meetings lay to rest any con¬ 
cerns that people may have had locally about 
the services that they, like the Council, value 
so highly.” 

The three centres are among 18 centres 
initially highlighted for change. Meetings 
have already been arranged for eight other 
centres and proposals for the remaining 
seven centres, including lie Valley in Ilmin- 
ster, will become clearer over the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks. 

The county council has stated there will be 
no proposals to close children’s centres. 
Services will continue to be provided in the 
communities where they are found now, 
through the current children’s centre build¬ 
ing and other suitable venues. 

There will be appropriate opportunities for 
people to comment on these proposals, 
which in some cases may involve consulta-

Flood workers thanked by county leader 


VOLUNTEERS, council officers and agencies that 
have worked around the clock to help residents during 
the flooding crisis were thanked by Somerset County 
Council leader, Councillor John Osman, on Wednes¬ 
day, February 19th. 

A round of applause followed Councillor Osman’s 
speech, in which he personally thanked individuals 
and organisations, including FLAG (Flooding on Lev¬ 
els Action Group). 

He said: “The true heroes of the floods are the vol¬ 
unteers, the tractor drivers who without being asked 
turn up and provide transport, the farmers who gather 
around to transport their neighbours cattle to safety, 


the residents who step forward to represent their com¬ 
munities and make their voice heard and the commer¬ 
cial companies who without being asked have 
provided essential supplies - such as fuel oil.” 

The council leader also thanked the armed services, 
partners and agencies “who knock on doors, check on 
people, provide a lifeline, crew our boat, pump away 
water, who do so many, many things that are so wel¬ 
comed by residents”. 

He added: “I’ve been touched by the national support 
we have received from individuals and schools who 
have donated and collected. It’s good to know we are 
not alone in this crisis.”

OPPORTUNITIES for 
adults feeling isolated in 
the Chard area are growing 
every week as the Working 
all Together in Chard 
(WATCH) project offers 
more and more skills and 
services to help people 
back into being active 
members of their commu¬ 
nity. 

The user-led project of¬ 
fers a social base at the 
Chard Young People’s 
Centre in Essex Close, 
where WATCH meets 
every Thursday from 11am 
until 4pm. There, friend¬ 
ships are formed and valu¬ 
able skills learned in an 
informal atmosphere, 
which is more like a large 
family. 

The latest skill brought to 
the group, thanks to sup¬ 
port from Yarlington Hous¬ 
ing Group, was a “Create 
Your Own Soap Opera” 
workshop by Skribita. The 
group spent the morning 
talking about their 
favourite soaps and dis¬ 
cussing what was good and 
bad and how true to life 
they thought they were. 
Then they worked together 
to produce a brand new 
soap, based on their own 
community. 

Other opportunities 
within WATCH include 
free guitar lessons, healthy 


eating, budgeting skills, 
computer basics, arts and 
crafts and positive think¬ 
ing s ki lls. 

The group are looking 
for more volunteer project 
mentors to help people 
form peer relationships 
within the group and use 
their life skills to help the 
members. Retired people 
or anyone who feels they 
could offer support to help 
members access the proj¬ 
ect and other community 
organisations and volun¬ 
teering opportunities 
within the local commu¬ 
nity would be welcome. 

The idea is to help the 


members gain their own 
self-confidence and reduce 
their feelings of isolation. 

The project is funded for 
the next two years to give 
quarterly training to men¬ 
tors, by experienced psy¬ 
chotherapists who have 
many years experience 
within the National Health 
Service. The training will 
be in basic listening and 
facilitating skills and 
working as a team. 

The group needs 10 peo¬ 
ple willing to give a mini¬ 
mum of three hours on a 
Thursday for the group but 
there could be other days 
as members go out into the 


community and need sup¬ 
port, perhaps doing volun¬ 
tary work. 

WATCH co-ordinator 
Julie Mathews said the 
project was a golden op¬ 
portunity as it was all 
about helping people get 
educated and gain skills, 
which were either totally 
free or at a vastly sub¬ 
sidised rate. The ultimate 
aim of the project is that it 
will get to the point where 
it is completely peer run 
with a core base of paid 
staff to keep up with the 
training and administra¬ 
tion side.

FOCUS Day at Maiden Beech Academy in Crewkerne 
helped to concentrate the pupils' minds after their half 
term break with each year group taking a different topic 
and exploring it from all angles. 

Year 5 students had "Crumbs and Crumhorns" and be¬ 
came citizens of the Tudor period for the day. Dressed ac¬ 
cordingly, from royals to rat catchers, they moved through 
the different classrooms, making masks for their ball and 
jellies for their banquet, and painting their coats of arms 
onto shields. 

Year 6 were learning the origins of language, finding out 
how all the different languages of today were linked to¬ 
gether by the more ancient tongues, such as Latin and 
Greek. 

Year 7 students were crime investigators for the day, 
learning about how evidence can be extracted from a 
crime scene and the importance of small details, such as 
the individual wear on a person's shoe making a unique 
footprint. Another class were DNA testing a kiwi fruit and 
the third group were testing the ink on a crime scene note 
through chromatography. 

Year 8 had the very serious subject of the Holocaust, with 
a special visitor explaining their personal experience of the 
war as a camp survivor.

Plans for 65 houses given green 
light despite child safety concerns 


SOUTH Somerset District Council’s Area West 
Committee has passed an appeal to allow a new 
housing estate on land at the south western end 
of Canal Way, Ilminster, despite concerns over 
flooding risks and child safety, expressed by the 
ward members and other local residents. 

The application for the erection of 65 
dwellings and associated works to include play 
provision was a revised scheme following re¬ 
fusal of a previous application, due to lack of 
suitable play provision. 

The new submission stated the on-site play 
provision (LEAP) was proposed in the south 
west corner of the site, along with an area of in¬ 
formal open space. Councillors queried the rel¬ 
evance of the new plan, stating that plot 54 was 
re-orientated to allow improved supervision of 
the play area and adjoining open space. 

They asked why there should be any onus on 
the householder to supervise play and were also 
unhappy that the area was at the opposite end 
to he proposed affordable housing and, had the 
play area been at the other end, it could also

have been easily shared by the residents at 
Adams Meadow. 

The rest of the scheme was as previously sub¬ 
mitted for the erection of 65 dwellings and 
garages, along with associated works including 
laying out of new estate roads, surface water at¬ 
tenuation, other drainage and landscaping 
arrangements. 

A range of dwellings were proposed from one 
bedroom flats to four or five bedroom homes, 
including 23 affordable homes to be clustered 
to the north east of the site. 

Faced with the rest of the plan having already 
been passed and their only decision being on 
approving the play area, the majority of the 
councillors felt bound to pass the application 
with conditions, despite their obvious reserva¬ 
tions on other issues. 

Members of Ilminster Town Council attend¬ 
ing the meeting and expressed concerns over 
nearby deep water and crime and disorder 


problems on existing recreation areas in the 
town, but the committee were reminded their 
decision could only be concerning the revised 
play provision. 

Chard councillor Dave Bulmer, on hearing of 
the drainage issues in the area, commented that 
the whole plan should “go back to the drawing 
board”. 

Ilminster councillor Linda Vijeh pointed out 
that there were areas of concern over every 
point within the plan but because they were all 
minor issues within themselves they had been 
ignored, but that put together they should have 
been addressed. 

She and others around the table voiced their 
concerns that developers were getting away 
with more and more by “pushing the boundaries 
to their limits”. She also expressed astonish¬ 
ment when it was announced by the officer that, 
due to county cutbacks, highways officers were 
unlikely to attend site meetings or council meet¬ 
ings in future and that district councillors were 
expected to refer to a guidance booklet instead. 


Spate of power tool thefts in Shepton Beauchamp 


AN INVESTIGATION has begun after power 
tools were stolen in a series of burglaries in 
Shepton Beauchamp, near Ilminster. 

Residents in the village and the surrounding 
area are asked to review the security of their 
properties and make sure their power tools 
are marked with their postcode and house 
number. 

Overnight between Wednesday February 
19th and Thursday, February 20th there were 
two burglaries and one theft from a motor 


vehicle on Middle Street. 

A STIHL hedge trimmer and a STIHL strim- 
mer were stolen from a shed, two STIHL 
hedge trimmers were stolen from another 
property and a STIHL MSI 71 chainsaw and an 
ACTECMAX CS5800 chainsaw were stolen 
from a vehicle. 

The burglaries are being investigated and 
police would like to speak to anyone who saw 
someone acting suspiciously in the area, has 
information about the people involved or has 


been offered the stolen property for sale. 
Anyone who can help should contact PC Matt 
Lorimer on 101. 

If you own power tools the advice is to mark 
them with your postcode and house number 
and keep them locked away securely. You 
should also check your shed has strong 
hinges and a decent lock, and make access to 
your garden more difficult by putting doors 
on side passages and keeping them locked 
and using motion-activated security lighting.

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Film charity celebrates 10th birthday 


ILMINSTER based charity Purple Field 
Productions turns 10 this year and is expand¬ 
ing its range of activities which will need 
extra volunteers to help out. 

PFP is a small charity which makes films 
for and with people in Africa and Asia, using 
the local population, to communicate infor¬ 
mation about a range of topics from agricul¬ 
ture and climate change to health issues. 

In the 10 years since Elspeth Waldie, 
founder and chairperson, set up the charity, 
it has made 12 films, four of which were 
full-length dramas, on a shoestring budget. 

However, the aim of the charity is to ex¬ 
tend the reach of those films and to that end 
it is looking at further projects, including 


dubbing and a DVD magazine, to make 
these films accessible and available to other 
communities, other than those where they 
were made. 

The first DVD magazine, Kugawana, 
which means sharing, is just out of the plan¬ 
ning stage and will bring together a range of 
film clips on a variety of topics in Chichewa, 
one of the main languages of Malawi. 

PFP is also planning to tour the ports 
around Lake Malawi and the northern part 
of the country, screening Kugawana and the 
four other films they have made in 
Chichewa. To achieve this, they have a 
pedal-powered, backpack cinema that will 
enable them to show the films in remote 


areas which do not normally get to see any 
kind of film. 

To achieve these and other new projects, 
the charity will need more help. 

A spokesperson for PFP said: “We can al¬ 
ways use additional help with the adminis¬ 
tration and we are in desperate need to 
people who are good at fundraising to help 
out with specific funding for new projects.”

Schools form a co-operative trust 


AFTER an extensive consultation 
process five of south Somerset’s pri¬ 
mary schools will now form the 
county’s first school co-operative 
trust. 

The Willow Schools Co-operative 
Trust which comprises; Ashill Com¬ 
munity Primary School, Neroche 
Community Primary School and 
Winsham Community Primary 
School with their founding partner 
schools, Buckland St Mary Church 
of England Primary School and 
Combe St Nicholas CofE Primary 
School, is a ground-breaking initia¬ 
tive that cements the work that the 
schools have done together for many 
years as the Pentagon collaboration. 
This is in the face of growing change 
in the education world. 

A spokesperson for the headteach¬ 
ers and chairs of governors of the 


five schools said:”It cannot be de¬ 
nied that there are tough times ahead 
for small schools like ours with in¬ 
creased pressures on management to 
cut costs, often at the expense of the 
education of our children. With the 
schools in our new trust all classed 
as ‘Good’ or ‘Outstanding’ by Of- 
sted, we know we have a formula 
that works, this move allows us to 
safeguard this success for the future 
and in turn, safeguard our future as 
individual communities. 

“The trust will see us working 
strategically together towards a 
shared vision for the continued edu¬ 
cational advancement of each 
school, with the active involvement 
of the wider community, and the pro¬ 
tection of our educational assets, 
we’ll be working together to make 
best use of resources, all striving to¬ 


gether to achieve better outcomes for 
our children and families." 

The headt at Winsham Primary 
School, Sarah Stringer, who had co¬ 
ordinated the consultation process 
commented: "Change is the only cer¬ 
tainty in education these days. This 
is another way of working for 
schools, and building on the success 
of small informal partnerships, it of¬ 
fers us an exciting and sustainable 
future for our schools and provides 
an opportunity to connect up to all 
the other school Co-operative Trusts 
in the country and to share their very 
positive values." 

Further partners and associates in 
the Willow Schools Co-operative 
Trust are yet to be confirmed but ap¬ 
proaches have already been made by 
a number of interested parties.

■ VIEW From accounts manager, 
Anita Routley, has raised a stagger¬ 
ing £1,715 for our Water Survival 
Box campaign by visiting all 270 
London Underground stations in just 
one weekend! Anita completed her 
Tubetastic challenge in 25 and a half 
hours. 

She said: “I would like to thank 
everyone who has donated money to 
my underground challenge. My 
friends and family have been very 
supportive and encouraging in their 
efforts, and I’m very grateful to our 
advertisers who participated in the 
special feature at the end of January. 

“I’m also very touched by the 
number of readers who have do¬ 
nated money to help me reach my 
target. The letters and phone calls 
that I have received have been won¬ 
derful, particularly if they had a spe¬ 
cial reason for choosing a station.” 

Anita wasn’t sure if she’d make 
her target of £1,350, thinking that 
£1,000 would be a “reasonable 
amount” to raise. But she actually 
raised £365 more than the amount 
she had set herself. 

“I can only say my final total of 
£1,715 has left me feeling over¬ 
whelmed by it all,” Anita added. 

She continued: “Knowing that I 
had raised such a large amount of 
money made me even more deter¬ 
mined to succeed in the challenge of 
travelling through all 270 stations. 

“The dreadful weather conditions 
on Friday, February 14th meant 
catching an earlier train to London 
than originally planned but did mean 
that I could be sure I was in London 
by Friday afternoon.” 

Weather damage and a trespasser 
on the line meant that Anita’s Satur¬ 
day schedule had to be changed and 



had the knock-on effect of long 
waits in places such as Chesham and 
Amersham, and having to backtrack 
to stations missed out earlier on. 

She started out at 8am that morn¬ 
ing and carried on until just after 
10.30pm. 

Sunday’s route ran more smoothly 
apart from one mishap. 

Anita explained: “We just missed 
a bus at Harrow & Wealdstone and 
had to wait 25 minutes for the next 
one. Having started at 8am we man¬ 
aged to finish at Elephant & Castle 
just after 5pm, feeling very satisfied 
at ticking off all the stations on the 
list.” 

Summing up, she said: “This has 
been an amazing experience for me 
and I feel very proud of the fact that 
a mad idea before Christmas has 
achieved so much. 

“My target of nine Water Survival 
Boxes has been surpassed and I 
have now raised enough for 11 
boxes. Thank you everyone for sup¬ 
porting me.”
